Senator Speaks. Two’ Hours— 
Less Than Twenty Members 
Stay to the: End.

WASHINGTON, Jen. 23.--Senator 
Heflin of Alabama, resumed ‘in’ the 
Senate this afternoon his attacks on 
the Catholic’Church and 
Smith of New York, with the news- 
payers and many of tie Washington 
correspondents as added targéts, 
Once more Mr, Heflin. painted. him- 
self the victim’ of the Roman ’Catho- 
lic “political machine,” a8 he calls 
it, the object of attacks by a “‘Catho-.

Board Assails Mingling of Youth- 
fal Offenders With Hardened 
Criminals.

ALBANY, Jan. 23.—The mingling 
of hardened criminals. with youthful 
offenders ‘of the law and. violators 
of traffic ordinances in the Queens 
City Prison in Long Island City. was 
condemned by: the State. Commission 
of. Correction ina report today.

Weinstock, who made their inves- 
tigation on Dec. 9, found that twelve 
boys under twenty years of age were 
held in the same tier of cells occu- 
pied by  a,man charged with a se- 
rious crimé. An eighteen-year-old 
girl serving a sentence. for.the.first 
time was confined. with fourteen 
older women. 

“There is no mess hall,’”’ the report 
said, ‘and it is necessary to set 
tables in the corridor,.of the, male 
section where all classes of prisoners 
are obliged to co-mingle. It is prac- 
tically impossible to maintain ‘a strict 
legal classification in the male sec- 
tion because of the nature ofthe 
construction. 

“Among the prisoneres here were 
found twelve youths under rene, 
three of them Sodee sixteen, char 
with hold-ups, burglaries, robber: a 
grand larceny and other crimes.”’

HARTFORD, Conn., Jan..23 (7).— 
An indictment for first degree mur-, 
der would be asked of a Grand Jury 
against Dr. Harold N. Guilfoyle, 
charging him with the fatal shooting | !# 
of Mrs. Clare: Cavanaugh Gaudet of 
New Haven, it was announced at the 
State’s Attorney’s office here to- 
night. 

Both Mrs. Gaudet and Dr. Guil- 
foyle, who is a Federal veterinarian, 
were shot in the hallway of the Guil- 
foyle apartment Wednesday night 
after a dinner party. Mrs. Gaudet 
died a few days later, and Dr. Guil- 


foyle, shot in the head, is in the 
Hartford Hospital, with the sight. of 
his right eye gone. Immediately fol- 
lowing the nor gge @ warrant charg- 
ing rhim with first-degree murde 
was issued. 

Mrs, Guilfoyle was held as a ma- 
terial witness and later held in de- 
fault of $10,000 bonds on 2 tech- 
nical charge of breach of the peace. 

The State’s Attorney’s office and 
the police, after investigating night 
separate lines, announced tonigh 
that they were conyinded that 
Guilfoyle had done the shooting. Mrs. 
Guilfoyle would be held as a ma- 
terial witness, they said, and all ef- 
forts to reduce bail would be fought 
Dbecatise it was feared that she might 
attéript to leave the State.

RECONSTRUCTION IN VERMONT. 


When Governor WEEKS says that 
Vermont has “ come back,’ is ready 
to do business” with the outside 
world and “can and ‘will deliver the 
goods” he must be understood ‘as 
meaning not only, that his State is 
recovering from the’ widespread -de- 
struction of the November floods, 
but that upon the success. of her 
producers, manufacturers and mer- 
chants in obtaining orders for their 
commodities depends the real re- 
habilitation ;ofindustry.

Property losses 
amounted to .$30,000,000. Sixty- 
three persons perished in the floods. 
In two months ‘and a half the main 
line’ railroads, which,in the river 
valleys had bridges carried away 
and miles of. track washed out, were 
operating ‘with almost normal et- 
ficiency, and roads. were repaired 
sufficiently to give access to remote 
villages: Probably a hundred bridges, 
most ‘of them temporary, haye been 
built...It may bea long time before 
Vermont is functioning as usual, but 
bythe early Summer the traces. of 
damage done by the floods will 
scarcely be visible to travelers.
